3) The study should be carried out systematically and interrelated subjects should be 
taught together (Fathah - Prolonging of the Fathah - Tanween of Fathah еїс.). 


4) Individualism of learning should be taken into account and the learners should not be 
compared.

While prolonging amount is determined, huruf al- 
madd (madd letters) and sabab al-madd (reasons of madd) are decisive.
